H. B. Maynor, agent in charge of the New Orleans 
FBI office, announced the seizure ot war materials yes- 
terday, saying the action was taken after an investigation 
^ of an effort "to carry out a military, operation against a 
country with which the United States renst peace." 

Would Not Confirm Cuba As Coal ^ 

Maynor would not say if this country was Cuba. Asked 
flatly today if the stuff had been assembled for u^ in 
Cuba, he replied with a smile, "You said that.
